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PREFACE. 


Thk iouudation of pateat legiblatiou in India lies in 
the English '* Statute of Monopolies '* which was enacted 
in 1623, the 21st year ol King .lamcn the I irst. The more 
important section 6 is as follows : — 

“ Provided also that any decluialion bcfoie meutioned shall not 
i^xtend to any letleis 2’aleuts and giauts ol piivilege ior 
the teim of fourteen years or undoi, heieafter to be made, 
of the sole working or making oJ any, manner of new 
uianufactuj-es within this Itealm to the line and first 
inventor and luveutois ol sucli iiiauufactuies, which 
othois at the time oi making ol sm li letieis [laloiits and 
giants shall not uic, so as also they bo not conliaiy to 
the law uoi niiseliieious to the State by laisjug juices ol 
coniiuodities at home, oi liml ol tiadc, oi geneially in- 
coiuenieut: The said louitccu ycais to be accomplished 
from the date ot the lust letteis jiatent oi giants ol su( h 
jiiivliege heiealtei to bo made, but that tlie same shall 
be of such loice as they should be il tins Ait had nevei 
been made, and of none otliei.” 

The existing Jndiaii pdleiil l.iw is tonl.lined m the 
Indian ratenth and Designs Ait, 15)11 .ind the Indian 
Patents and Designs (Amendmeiil) Act 11)20, sujiplemented 
by the Indian Patents and Designs ('reniporary liules) Act, 
1915, and by the Pules made under those Acts. Ihese 
Acts and Kules, with certain instructions and other 
matters of interest to persons who lia\e dealings iii patents 
for inventions or copyriglit lor designs, arc contained in 
the present volume. The Patent Ollicc does not deal with 
trade marks or with copyright generally in books, pictures, 
music and other matters which fall under the Indian 
Copyright Act, III of 1914. There is, in fact, no provi¬ 
sion of law in British India for the registration of either 
Trade Marks or of Copyright. Trade marks are protected 
under the Merchandise Marks Act (IV of 1889) which 
forms Chapter XVIII of the Indian Penal Code, Pro¬ 
tection for copyright accrues under the Indian Copyright 
Act under which there is now no registration of riglits, 
but the printer has to supply copies of these works as 
stated in that Act and in the Printing Presses and Books 
Act, XXV of 1867. 

On the whole, Indian law and procedure closely follows 
that in the Uhited Kingdom for the protection of inven- 
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tions and the registration of designs, it always has done 
in matters of major interest. One main ditt'erence exists, 
however, as owing to the absence of provision of law for 
the registration of trade maiks, India cannot become i 
party to the International Oonventiou under which certain 
riglits of priority arc obtainable in other countries. The 
Reciprocal Arrangement with tlio liintcd Kingdom and 
other parts of idis Majesty's Dominions affords, however, 
a partial substitute. 

The Jirst Indian Ai t for granting exclusive privileges 
to inventors was passed in I8rj6, alter an agitation that 
had been carried on litfully for some twenty years. Diffi¬ 
culties aiising from an uncertainty as to the effect of the 
Jloyal d'rerogative prevented earlier action, and, owing to 
some iniormalities, the Act itself w'as rei»ealed in the 
following year. Xn Ih.iff it was re-enacted with modifica¬ 
tions, and in 1872 the I'atterns and Designs I’rotectiou 
Act was passed. The I’rottHition of inventions Act of 
1883, dealing Avith exhibitions, followed, and then the In¬ 
ventions and JJosigus Act of 1888. All these are now 
replaced by the present Act of 1911. 

The existing Acts extend to the whole of Jlritish 
India, including liritish Baluchistan, the Santhal l^ar- 
ganas and the iShan States. This of coui'se includes Burma 
but it docs not embrace the Indian States. Of the latter, 
four, oiz., (1) Hyderabad (Deccan), (2) Mysore, (3) Marwar, 
(4) Travancore, have ordinances of their own, for which 
particulars must be obtained from tlie Governments of the 
States in question.

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AN ACT TO AMEND THE LAW BELATINO TO THE 
PROTECTION OF INVENTIONS AND DESIGNS. 

W iiEKEAS it is expedient to amend the law relating to the protec¬ 
tion of inventions and designs; It is hereby enacted 

as follows: — 


Pbfjjminabt. 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Indian Patents and Designs 
Aot, 1911. 

(2) It extends to the whole of British India, ^ including British 
Baluchistan and the Santhal Parganas; and 

I British India shall mean all territories and places within His Majesty’s domi¬ 
nions which are for the time being governed by His Majesty through the Gk>vernor 
General of India or through any Governor or other officer subordinate to the ' 
Governor General of India. [General Clauses Act, 1897, sec. 3 (7).]

21. Subject to any conditions^ which the Governor General in patent to 
Council may have imposed, a patent shall Lave to all intents the bind Crown, 
like effect as against His Majesty as it has against a bubjf'ct: 

Provided that the officers or authoiuties administering any depart¬

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PA1!ENTS AND GOVERNMENT SERVANTS. 

As a rule a patent is only granted to a Government servant on 
the condition that Government shall have the right to use the 
invention either without payment or on such terms as it may 
consider reasonable. Foi persons in the military and marine 
services, leave to apply for a patent has to be obtained from the 
commanding officer or head of the department concerned before 
the Patent Office can be addressed. (See specjal rules below.) 
Other pepons in the service of the Crown may apply to the Patent 
Office diiect, ihe only condition being that they must disclose 
their position on their application. 

(See Rule 10(4) of the Indian Patents and Designs Rules, 
page 39.) 

In view of the conditions oi their tenure of office, and of the 
special facilities often enjoyed by them, Government servants 
cannot be expected to be placed on equal Ijgrms, as legards patents, 
with persons not employed by Government. All patentees are 
limited in their rights by Section 21 of the Patents and Designs 
Act, and the limitetion," in respect of Government servants, is 
emphasized by the special mention of the condition on patents 
granted to them, wnerally it may be said that the patentee, 
who is a Government servant]! should not possess any such private 
interests in matters with which his public duties are concerned as 
would be likely to embarrass or influence him in the discharge 
of those duties. 


Special Patent Buies for the Military and Marine Services. 

The Government of India have had under consideration the 
question of the revision of the rules regarding the taking out of 
patents by officers and subordinates in Military employ and of the 
rules relating to persons who desire to submit any invention for the 
Military and Marine Services for consideration. In supersession 
of previous rules the Government of India have apjjroved the 
revised rules attached, which are applicable also to civilians and 
other "pemns employed in the Military and Marine Departments 
ot the Government of India.^

auy invention for tbe conMderation of the Go^ernment ot India 
should do so by letter iddressed to the Secreiary to the Govern- 
ment of India m the Aiinv oi Marine Bepnitinent ihiough the 
Director General of Ordnance in India. 

2. The letter should slate the nature ot the invention and gi\e 
sufficient particulais to enable its meiits to be lully considered, 
and adduce an\ evidence theie may be of the usefulness of the 
invention, obtained by actual previous experiment. Any drawings, 
models, or samples v Inch it is desired to feiibniit should either 
accompany the letter oi be sent separately at the same time, or if 
bulky, partic ulars should be given as to the ])lc\ce at which the 
samples or models can he inspected if necessaiy. All designs, 
plans, drawings, models, samples oi papers submitted are at the 
owner’s risk, and the Aimy or Mamie Department cannot accept 
any responsibility foi damage to them, should such of*cur. 

3. The letter should also state whether the inventoi has ac¬ 
quired an exclusive privilege undei th(» Inventions and Designs 
Act, V of 1888 or a patent under the Indian Patents and Designs 
Act, IT of 1911, or whether application has been made for a patent 
under the latter Act.

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JHB INDlAir COPYBIQHT ACT. 

Tke Patent Office in India^ tkougli frequently addressed on the 
subject, cannot in any way register copyright in books, pioturos, 
etc* Literary, dramatic and artistic works, works of sculpture, 
architectural works of art, engravings, photographs, cinemato* 
graphs, collective works, performances, plates, and lectures, are 
protected under the Indian Copyright Act, III of 1914. No provi¬ 
sion is made for the registration of copyright; but the rights accrue 
automatically on or before publication to the extent specified in the 
Act, which should be consulted before further enquiries are made. 
It is priced at 10 annas and may be obtained from the Government 
Book Depdts. 

A catalogue of books printed in British India is kept by Local 
Governments and copies of every book have to be suppied by the 
printer to the officer appointed for the pilose in accordance with 
the Printing Presses and Books Act, XXV of 1867, but the latter 
part of section 18, which used to deal with copyright, has now been 
repealed. 

Only copyright in designs is dealt with under the Indian 
Patents and designs Act, 1911, at the Patent Office and these 
designs are excluded from protection under the Indian Copyright 
Act by the following section: — 

(1) This Act shall not applv to designs cajpable of being 

registered under the Indian Patents and Designs Act, 
1911, except designs which, though capable of beix^ so 
registered, are not used or intended to be used as 
models or patterns to be multiplied by any industrial 
process* 

(2) General rules under section seventy-seven of the Indian 

Patents and Designs Act, 1911, may be made for deter¬ 
mining the conditions under which a design shall be 
deemed to be used for such pui'poses as aforesaid. 

Up to the present, rules have not been made under this section. 
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BINTS FOB THE PBEPABATION OF THE SPSCIFIOATION. 

The specification must, in the language of the Act, particularly 
describe and ascertain the nature of the invention and the manner 
in which the same is to be performed. With its aid. any person 
oi reasonable intelligence, skill and knowledge, should be aole to 
make the device or conduct the process without further assistance 
from the inventor. I'he disclosure of the invention must therefoie 
be sufficiently full and free from vagueness to satisfy a person who is 
ordinarily skilled in the ait under con side) at ion, but it need not 
contain elementary descriptions of matters which may be supposed 
to be within public knowledge. Also, care should be taken to see 
that the specification does not lend colour to the idea that the appli¬ 
cant is trying to monopolise anything that is old and not novel. It 
should also be noted tliat mere ideas, without a description of means 
lor carrying them into effect, and unworkable things, such as 
perpetual motions, are not patentable. If the specification is found 
to be materially informal or otherwise objectionable when it is 
received in the Patent Office and examined under section 5 of the 
Act, it is returned to the applicant or his agent for amendment, 
together with the instruciions and warning shown on page 93, 

The Title. 

The title must sufficiently indicate the subject-matter of the 
invention. For this purpose it should be brief, free from fancy 
expressions, and as definite as possible, but it need not go into 
detail as long as it is not ambiguous. Such a title as “The Jones 
and Bose Universal Efficient Patent Chair called Besteasy ” is not 
acceptable. In this title all the words except * Chair - are 
separately and collectively superfluous; and ‘ Chair ' alone is 
ambiguous, as it might indicate a furniture chair or a railway rail 
chair. The leferred type of title is shown by the following 
examples: — 

Improved folding chair. 

Railway rail chair. 

Improvements in pneumatic tyres. 

Motor car differential gear.

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The written description of the invention, as illustrated in the 
drawings, should be full and complete- It is not sufficient to say 
that the mechanism for doing so and so is shown so clearly on 
the drawings that it is not necessary to desciibe it in detail. The 
drawings must in fact be Tegarded as accessory to the description 
and not as leplacing it; but at the same .time, they need not be 
of the hind called ** working drawings ’’ which are fully dimen¬ 
sioned for use in the shoj) or factory. A sample drawing and 
instructions are given on page 91. 

After the invention, as illustrated in the drawings, has been 
thus described, an account of modifications and variations, if any, 
which fall within the scope of the claim, may tollow, and then the 
invention has to be claimed. 

As the specification is not to be tegarded as a means of adver¬ 
tisement, long statements of advantages should not be included in 
the description. Nor is any discussion of the state of public 
knowledge necessary in the majority of cases. 

Tkf Claim. 

The statement of claim must sufficiently define the invention, 
and it must be clear and succinct. It must be placed after the 
description and must not exceed anything contained therein. 

Statements of the form given immediately below are not to 
be re^ardeH as claims, inasmuch as they do not define the 
invention: — 

I claim to be the invenioi of this appliance. 

I claim a patent and that no one else shall use my {mention 
without leave. 

I claim that the machine described above is quite new and has 
never been seen oi used before. 

I claim that this device is better and cheaper and more effectual 
than anything known. 

I claim that my process or machine will do such and such 
things. 

I claim the following advantages. 

I claim some reward. 

The only peimissible claims are those that really define the 
invention which the inventor considers to be his property, i.e., some 
thing or entity which he could sell and another person could buy. 
They have of (‘ourae to be read in the light afforded by the descrip¬ 
tion*, but they should be drafted so as to demarcate, as explicit as 
possible, the boundary within which no other person may trespass 
by way of infringement. To aid the applicant or his agent in 
drawing up the claims the following samples of claims, whi^ have 
been accepted by the Patent Office, are given They must, how¬ 
ever, be regarded merely as samples of varying quality—selected 
more or less at random—and no guarantee can he given that they 
would be effectual in a Court of Law. 
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SAMPLE CLAIMS.

Specification No. 181 of 1^12, Title:—Kttchen chula.^' 

I claim: — 

A kitchen ehula ’’ of masonry stiucture of bracks, mortar, 
lime, cement, etc., having a chimney and four or more oi less holes 
for cooking, fitted wiih a wrought iron oven and a cast iron fire 
bar, substantially as described and illustrated. 

Specification No. 304 of 1912. Title: — I'ea (gathering Machine. 
We claim; — 

A machine of the type specified in combination with a tray¬ 
like receptacle formed bv the lower of two movably attached plates, 
said lower plate having attached or integrally foimed raised edges 
along the back and sides, substantially as described and for the 
purposes set forth. 

Specification No. 571 of 1912. Title: — Waier^ift. 

I claim: — 

A w^ater-lift ol tlie pycota type consiinoted with two arms 
connected by rungs and mounted on pi\ot‘s arranged for two men 
to walk abreast and provided w’ith two bucket rods and tw’o buckets. 

B. ]^^lTLTIFLE CLAIMS. 

Specification No. 294 of 1912. Title:—Talking Machines. 

I claim: — 

1 . A stylus bai mounting foi the soundboxes ot talking machines 
comprising two distanced posts integral with oi iigidly attached 
to the stylus bar, tapered so as to have opposite converging surfaces 
and piesent an axis of oscillation for the stylus bar in one and the 
same line. 

2. A stylus bar mounting as claimed in Claim 1, in which in 
addition to the tapering on either side of the axis of oscillation the 
posts are further tapered on their remaining sides, or all round to 
increase the lesiliency of the supports. 

3 . A stylus bar mounting as claimed in Claim 1 or 2, pi'ovided 
with a stop to limit the relative movement of the lower and upper 
portion of the stylus bar mounting, so that the limit of elasticity 
ot the tapered portions will not be overpassed. 

Specification No. 1274 of 1913. Title:—Boots and Shoes. 

I claim: — 

1, The use of three or four separate pieces of wood attached 
toother means of staples for forming the sole of a boot or shoe^ 
substantially as described and illustrated. 
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2. The use in a boot or shoe ol a wooden sole in pieces attached 
io the uppers by means of an inner sole of fibrous material or 
fiexible meW strips, substantially as described and illustrated. 

3. A boot or shop made up of^^uppers of woven material and a 
wooden sole in sepaiate pieces joined topethei by means of staples^ 
substantially as desciibed and illustrated. 


Instructions for the Preparation of Drawings supplied with 
applications lor Patents. 

Diawingfi, prepaied m accordance witb the lules, should be 
used, wherever possible, to illustrate an invention. They should 
be sent to the Patent Office togethei with the application to which 
they 1 elate. When the application for a patent is accepted, the 
drawings are reproduced bv the Vandyke process. To facilitate 
leproductioh it is essential that the rules should be adhered to 
closely, and attention is directed to the lolloping points: — 

The “ original ’’ drawing, from which the reproduction is to 
be made, should prefeiahly be on white or lighi blue tracing cloth. 
Paper which has a yellowish tinge or is opaque cannot be accepted. 
The sheets may he either inches in height by 8 or 16 inches wide, 
but the smaller size, vtz , 13 by 8 inches, is preferred with a clear 
blank margin of ^ inch in width all round. All the lines, letters, 
figures, etc., must be cleaily and sharply diawn, and it is essential 
that good black Indian ink should he employed throughout. Draw¬ 
ings containing coloured and defective lines and washes, or showing 
erasures and patches, cannot he printed satisfactorily. Slips must 
not be pasted on to correct errors. 

The ‘‘ duplicate ” drawing may be a blue print or the like, 
provided that it is permanent, legible and an exact copy of the 
original.*' 

The xfumber of sheets employed should be as few as is possible 
without sacrificing clearness. The invention must be shown 
clearly, hut it is not necessary to reduplicate figures witb slight 
variations, or to show the whole of a machine when ordy a part 
is involved. 

Photographs are not acceptable. 

Sketches or drawings should not he inserted in the letter<*pre8s. 

The same type of reference letters and figures, italic or 
loman, should be used on the drawing and in the letter-^press. 
The.following types are suitable:—-

In complicated^ drawings or when there is not room to write 
the letters in their proper places, the letters should be shown out^ 
side the figures and connected with the parte reined to by 
lines.

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For the convenience of every one who has to inspect the draw* 
iugs, the figures should be placed in consecutive order and the right 
way up on the sheets so that they can be found with facility and 
read without turning the sheets sideways or upside down. 


Extract from the Indian Patent and Designs Rules, 1912* 

. 13. (1) Drawings shall be supplied in duplicate on sheets 13 
inches in height and either 8 or IG inches in width. A clear margin 
of half an inch shall be left round each sheet. The figures of the 
drawings shall be numbered consecutively fig, 1, fig. 2, eic., and 
shall be placed upright on the sheets. Reference figures and 
letters shall be clear and bold, not less than Jth of an inch in height, 
and the same letters shall be used for the same parts in difterent 
views or drawings. The sheets of drawings, when more than one, 
shall be numbered consecutively, the number of each sheet being 
shown in the right hand top corner. Each sheet shall be signed 
by the applicant or his agent in the bottom right hand corner. 

(2) No written description of the invention shall appear on 
the sheets of drawings. 

(3) At least one copy of the drawings shall be suitable for 
reproduction and, for that purpose, shall be piepared on tracing 
cloth or on smooth white papei which is not opaque. All lines 
and lettering shall be executed with Indian ink of good quality. 
Coloured lines and washes shall not be used. The lines and letter¬ 
ing shall be firm and even, and section lines shall not be closely 
drawn. The scale adopted shall be large enough to show the 
invention clearly. 

(4) Drawings shall be delivered flat or rolled so as to be free 
from creases. 

Instructions and warning respecting papers returned tor amendment 
alter examination under section 5 ot the Act. 

Attention is directed to the following extract from the rules: — 

When the specification, or any drawing accompanying it, i^ 
defective and requires amendment, one copy shall be returned to 
the applicant or his agent and all alterations shall be made thereon 
as far as possible. Additional matter may be interpolated if neces¬ 
sary by re-writing such pages as are required to form a continuous 
document. Amendments shall not be made by slips pasted on, or 
as footnotes, or by writing in the margin. The amended docu¬ 
ments shall be returned to the Controller together with the can¬ 
celled pages or drawings, if any, and with a duplicate of any pages 
or drawings that have been amended or added. 

Amendments, alterations or additions shall be initialled by the 
applicant or his agent. 

No amendments, alterations or additions shall be made in a 
doeum4nt ^ returned for amendment beyond those necessary to 
comply with the requirements of the Controller,

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Waening is given that tlie application will become void under 
section 6 (rf) of tbe Act unless ibe requirements in tbe accompany¬ 
ing letter are satisfactorily complied with and tbe paj^ers returned 
to tbe office in sufficient time to allow of re-examinatmn* Section 
6 (4) of tbe Act is as follows: — 

Unless an application is accepted witbin twelve months from 
tbe date of tbe application, tbe application shall (except where an 
appeal has been lodged) become void:

Designs* 

The word ^‘design ’’ embraces so many and such varied classes 
of things and ideas that it is not always easy to say whether and 
where any particular novelty in the way of a design can be pro¬ 
tected. All designs cannot be registered under Part II of the 
Indian Patents and Designs Act, but only those which comply with 
the definition in section 2 [5 ):— 

‘^Design means any design, applicable to any article, whe¬ 
ther the design is applicable for the pattern, or for the shape or 
configuration, or for the ornament thereof, or for any two or more 
of such ptirposes, and by whatever means it is applicable, whether 
by printing, painting, embroidering, weaving, sewing, modelling, 
casting, embossing, engraving, staining, or any other means what¬ 
ever, manual, mechanical or chemical, separate or combined, but 
does not include any trade or property mark as defined in sections 
S178 and 479 of the Indian Penal Code. 

In order to ascertain whether a design can be registered under 
this Act the following questions should be answered in the affir¬ 
mative :— 

A. Is the design applicable to an articleP 

B. Is the article an article of manufacture? or is the article 

any substance? 

C* Is the design applicable for the pattern? or is the des^ 
applicable for form or confirmation? or is the desmn 
applicable for ornament ?^r is the design applicable mr 
two or more of ^ese purposes? . 

D* Is the design new or original? * 

E* Is it clear that the design is not a trade orjoropei% 
as defined in the Merchandise Maths AofP 
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]F* Is it clear that the design is not preterably to be considered 
as a new invention patentable under Part I of the 
Indian Paientu? and Designs ActF 
G. Is it clear that the design is not a picture, photograph or 
other matter which is copyrighted under the Indian 
Copyright Act? 

It will be noticed that the stress is laid on the pattern form 
in configuration, or ornament, all of which are concernetl with 
appearance only, or in other words, with something that appeals 
to the eye. There is a fine distinction, which can, however, per¬ 
missibly be drawn, between (1) the appearance of the article, (2) 
the article itself, and (3| the object and utility of the aiticle. 
Broadly it may be said that I^art II of the Act affords piotection 
for the fiibt item, ignores the last, and only indirectly protecth tho 
article itself as long it has substantially the designed appearance 
which results from the application of the design. Theie is no 
mention of use or utility, and that feature is not considered 
in dealing with the application for the registration of the design, 
or subsequently in determining tbe proprietorship or other ques¬ 
tions arising out of the registration. If utility is involved, in the 
sense that a mechanical appliance or a process is useful for doing 
something or attaining some result, then protection may be obtain¬ 
able for the novelty under Part I of the Act, provided there had 
been an exercise of inventive faculty in the production. 

Although an isolated membei of a machine, or even a simple 
tool, might be registered as a design on account of its particular 
form or configuration, the protection is so limited that it would 
have to be regarded as nil in ihe case of tbe machine as a whole. 
The object of a machine is not its particular shape but the result 
obtained by the motion of its constituent parts. 

It is necessary to emphasize the fact that trade and property 
maiks (see page 89), cannot in any way be registered as designs. 
Hence applications are refused when they relate to labels, tickets, 
wrappers, coverings, marks, brands, and so forth, capable of being 
applied to articles such as cakes of soap or bottles of medicine for 
purposes of trade description. 

Endeavours are sometimes made to register pictures and photo¬ 
graphs under the Indian Patents and Designs Act, but such a 
proceeding is not effective. The picture or photograph it'^elf is 
protected under the Indian Copyright Act (III of 1914) for a 
considerable term of years. If registered as a design it is only pro¬ 
tected in so far as its application to specified articles in specified 
classes is concerned for a period of 5, 10 or 15 years. Without 
permission of the owner of the copyright in a picture if such copy¬ 
right exists, or in any case if the copyright has expired or never ^ 
existed, it iS not open to any person to endeavour to monopolise 
the more limited copyright as a design under ihe Patents and 
Designs Act. 

J^en copyright in a design is registered, the proprietors 
.rights ^apse after 6 yearSj, or after 10 or 16 years if extended 
un4er eection 4t. Then the copyright ceases and the design 
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l)ec*ome6 public property. It ban been belj] that attempts to prolong 
rights under a Patent or Design by indirect means are not effective 
and an attempt to do so might reflect deleter!oiisjy on the copyright 
or other propeity (dherwi^e held in an invention or picture, or 
trade mark. 

Letters, numeials, printed oi written words per $e are not 
capable oi being legistered as designs. They are public property, 
but ari’angements of them in the form oi books, circulars, tables 
and so forth may be copyrighted under the Indian Copyright Act. 

A design is not to be regarded as a trade mark as is shown by 
the following judginent given on 18tli March 1914 in the Court of 
the Judicial Commissioner of Sind in the ease of TSTarunial Khem- 
cliand r. The Boaubay Company, limited. 

“ The complainani film have alleged that they for a long time 
iuil)orted chintz printed with a particular design or pattern, that 
the accused firm 1ms recently imported similar chintz printed 
similarly. It has been alleged that the design of the pattern 
amounted to a trade inaik, and that it did not amount to a trade 
des(*]iptioii, and that copying the design of pattern amounted to 
an offence either under flection 48(i, Indian Penal Code, or under 
se(*tion 7 of the Meic handise Marks Act. Now the design oi pattern 
coveis the whole body of the goods and it appears to us to be part 
and parcel of the goods, and to fall within the definition of the 
design given iir section 2 (J) of the Inventions and Designs Ac»t, 
1911. It does not appear to us to satisfy the ordinary conception 
of a trade mark. It is not a mark apart and different from the 
goods applied to them for denoting the goods to be the manufacture 
or merenandise ol a paiticulai person within the meaning of sec¬ 
tion 478 of the Indian Penal Code. The copying of the clesign or 
pattern could not, theiefore, be tieated as a <*ounterfeiting of a 
trade mark within the meaning of section 4^)0, Indian Penal Code, 
nor do we think thaf the design or pattern c*an properly be brought 
within the definition of trade description coiitaineci in section 2 (2) 
of the Merchandise Marks Act. We are therefore of opinion that 
no offence has been disclosed by the allegation.’’ 

Proceedings in a Conrt and Cfertifleates ot the Ckintroller, 

As legal proceedings in respect of patents and designs may be 
instituted in any High Court or District Court throughout India, 
it is manifestly impossible for the Controller, either personally or by 
representative, to attend, or to produce Begisters or other matters 
which have to be maintained for inspection in the Patent Office. 
Section 7t of the Act however provides that;~ 

A eertifieate parpoiriing to he under the head of the Controller m to any entry, 
matter or thing vrhich he i» authorised by thia Act, or any rules made thereiuider, 
to make or do, shall be printA fapU evidence of the entry having been made, and of 
the contents thereof, and of the matter or thing having been done ot left undone.’’ 

When a patent is in question, a copy of the Speeiflchtion of the 
invention (price one rupee if it has been printed) shotild be obtniff^d 
from the Patent Office, and it ^sKonld he ascertained udiether the 
patent has been granted and is in foile at ihe time. 
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When a desij^n is in question, the desij^n can onljr be inspected 
polder the provisions of section 50, but section 51 provides for infor¬ 
mation as to the existence of the copyright. 

It should be noted t£at under sections 60 and 61, reports of or 
to the Controller and documents connected with uncompleted 
applications cannot be publicly inspected. Except in so far as he 
is Required to do so by the Act, the Controller cannot undertake 
to give legal or technical advice, or to act for either party as an 
expert, in any matter before a Court. 

Instead therefore of issuing a summons to the Controller, or a 
commission to examine him, the easier and cheaper course should 
be taken of obtaining the necessary information, certified, if so 
required, by use of Form 17, 18 or 19.

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The Patent OfBce cannot undertake to make eearcheti in respect 
of information thus available to any member of the public, Wt, 
in cases of doubt, assistance will be given^to guide the inquirer as 
far as possible. Any inquiry should be accompanied by the fullest 
available information as to the supposed name of the inventor 
or patentee, the appioximate date, and the nature of the invention 
in question. When a machine or process is in question, a sketch 
or description should be appended, if available. The inquiry should 
be made as definite and precise as possible and a search fee of one 
Bupee should be sent. The address of any applicant or patentee, 
or the stage reached by any application or patent, will also be 
given at any time on a request which is accompanied by a stamped 
and addressed envelope. 

The Weekly Notification contains lists of applications for 
patents made and accepted weekly, giving the names of the appli¬ 
cants and titles of the inventions. It also shows whether patents 
are due foi sealing and whether they have been sealed and whether 
they have been continued in force or not; in addition it includes 
other matteis of current interest in respect of patents and designs. 
The essential part of this mfoimation is condensed in the annual 
issue of the Patent Office Journal, to which is appended name 
and subject matter indexes. A provisional issue of this journal is 
made for the first, second, and third quarters of the year only, 
but these are replaced by the annual volumes at the end of the 
year. 

The two consolidated volumes contain a Chronological list of 
all inventors and inventions in the years 1900 to 1904 and 1905 to 
1911, respectively, the lattei having also a subject matter index 
for 1900 to 1911 inclusive. Then continuation up to the piesent 
time is found in the annual, quarterly, and weelcly publications 
mentioned above. Before 1900, there were a number of printed 
indexes extending back to 1888, but these are mostly out of print 
and can best be seen at the Patent Office. Per earlier patents, 
from 1856 to 1888, recourse would have to be had to the Begisters. 
As, however, the normal life of a patent does not exceed 14 years, 
the indexes from 1900 will mainly be consulted. . 

In order fb ascertain details of any particular invention, the 
number and year found from the indexes leads to the particulars 
given in the Chronological lists. If they are insufficient, the 
specification itself should be read. Printed specifications of Indian 
specifications are only available since January 1, 1912. Before 
tnat date they were not printed but the lists show when there was 
a corresponding British specificatiou. 'For fuller information, the 
prefatory note in the consolidated volumes and in the annual 
Patent Office Journals shotdd be perused. The Journals since 191& 
contain lists of patents in force at the end of the year. 
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
